Nov. 5—Proclam ation 
of the death of Prem ier Mara of Japan, 
who was killed by a demented youth 
in a railway station at Tokio. will 
have no effect on the Japanese au th o r­ 
ities in the arm s limitation confer­ 
ence, said Prince Pokucawa, one of 
the principal Japanese delegates. 
Precaution for the safeguarding of 
the lives of those who will be here 
during the arm s conference will be 
made today, following Hie assassina­ 
tion of Prem ier Mara. 
Officials of the secret service force 
are preparing to give every precaution 
to protect the Japs In the American 
conference. 
Congress has appropriated $10,000 
for this, and an extra donation of $5,- 
000 to increase the police force tem ­ 
porarily, has been asked. 
The secret service men are more on 
the alert than ever to protect P re si­ 
dent and Mrs. Harding and no visit­ 
ors enter the executive offices without 
being closely scrutinized by the se­ 
cret service men. 


killed Premier B ecam e of What 
Ile Head 
Tokio, Nov. 5—T h at he did it for the 
welfare of Japan, was the declaration 
of Nakaoka, a Japanese boy, arraigne d 
as the assassin of Prem ier H ara of 
Japan. 
“ I killed H ara because of the criti­ 
cisms of him which I read in the 
new spapers,” he told the United Prss 
correspondent in the Jail here. 
Na­ 
kaoka maintained 
a 
bold dem eanor 
and showed no sign of repentance for 
w hat he had done. 
He declared that 
he had no regret, and regarded him­ 
self as a m artyr and benefactor of 
Japan. 
Nakaoka is a type of coarse student 
often seen in Japan. 
He is of u good 
family, but was forced to leave school 
to earn a living. 
Although he is ex­ 
ceedingly proud of his deed, tile pub­ 
lic was inclined not to blam e bim as 
m uch us it did the bitter criticism s of 
the new spapers which had influenced 
him. 
Extrem e sorrow is shown because 
of the death of Prem ier Hara, and 
everywhere there are expressions of 
regret ami sympathy.

IS FAR DISTANT

Socialization or 
communization of German industry la 
not "in the cards" at tin* present time 
The agitation of more than u year 
ago for socialization of coal mines has 
been dropped, tem porarily at least, in­ 
to the discard, and no one is making 
any serious attempt at the moment to 
evivo it 
The 
majority 
socialists, 
Germany's largest socialist party, still 
believes in socializing 
public 
works, 
int believes in 
accomplishing 
this 
through evolution instead of revolu­ 
tion. 
At 
its recent 
convention, the 
party made clear that it does not pro­ 
pose to undertake any drastic meas 
tires for attaining its ends, 
Tin* socialists, however, arc making 
serious effort to have tin* govern­ 
ment reach deeper than heretofore in­ 
to the pockets of capital when it takes 
its next tax levy. 
Capital, naturally, 
wants to escape further burden! but 
the prospects are that, with the mark 
continuator depreciating, tills escape 
will not long In* deferred. 
As for communiam, It has long ainee 
ceased to lie a menace 
in 
Germany. 
There is still a communist party, but 
it is a bouse divided against itself, 
and will never come Into power, un­ 
less tin* whole economic st m et un* of 
present-day Germany collapses. Then 
it Is conceivable that a new chance 
would come to the "Beds.” 
On the 
Other hand, the swing might lie In an 
entirely opposite direction and result 
in a more iron-bound domination of 
capitalism 
perhaps foreign 
than is 
now the case. 
Tim workman in Germany is today 
fairly content. 
Of course. Ids wages 
are losing in purchasing power as the 
mark drops. 
But he lias been quite 
successful for a long time in "Jimmy 
ing" raises out of tile government and 
out of private capital. 
Today a pair 
of shoes costs him more than a week's 
pay: u suit of 
clothes 
about 
two 
months’ work. 
FimmI 
prices 
having 
been slowly advancing, and are des 
tined to go higher as the mark drops 
and as new tuxes are imposed even on 
necessities. 
The workm an's position 
has Improved vastly, however, since 
the armistice. 
Just after that, he was 
full of "reddlsm ” and "strlkeism ." To­ 
day, he is willing to work, and is 
working, as shown by figures showing 
that only about 380,000 men are un 
employed. 
Mills ure booming with home and 
foreign orders, due to the low stand 
of the m ark, but indications are that 
ibis prosperity will blow up with 
loud report one of these days 
and not 
,io far distant.

through evolution instead of revolu­ 
tion.

its recent 
convention, the 
party made clear that tt does not pro­ 
pose to undertake any drastic meas 
ares for attaining its ends. 
The socialists, however, are tnukitig 
i serious effort to have the govern­ 
ment reach deeper than heretofore in- 
o the pockets of capital when it takes 
its next tax levy. 
Capital, naturally, 
wants to escape further burden; but 
the prospects are that, with the mark 
ontinualiy depreciating, this escape 
will not long he deferred. 
As for communism, it has long since 
ceased to lie a menace 
in 
Germany. 
There is still a communist party, but 
Is a house divided against itself, 
and will never come Into power, tin 
less the whole economic structure of 
present-day Germany collapses. Then 
it is conceivable that a new chance 
would coma to the "Reds." 
On the 
other hand, the swing might he in an 
entirely opposite direction and result 
hi a more iron-bound domination of 
capitalism 
perhaps foreign 
than Is 
now the case. 
The workman In Germany is today 
fairly content. 
Of course, his wages 
are losing In purchasing power as the 
murk drolls. 
But he has been quite 
successful for a long time in "jimmy 
ing” raises out of the government and 
out of private capital. 
Today a pair 
of shoes costs him more than a week s 
pay; a suit of 
clothes 
about 
two 
months’ work 
Food 
prices 
having 
been slowly advancing, and are des 
tined to go higher aa the mark drops 
and aa new tuxes are Imposed even on 
necessities.
